Charts of the geographical distribu- 
tion of the lightning strokes for 1882 
and 1888, prepared from our fire records, 
says the Jnsurance Uhronicle, show that 
they are chiefly confined to that part of 
the country situated north of the Ohio 
river and east of the Missouri river. In 
both years cighty-five per cent. of all the 
strokes occtrred within this area. In 
the Southean States lightning seems to 
be comparatively rare, and seldom occurs 
outside of three States—Texas, Lou- 
isiana and Georgia.

Then indi- 
rectly also the murder led to the suppres- 
sion of feudalism in Japan through the 
agitation which followed, and the mon- 
ument now set up is apparently a recog- 
nition of that reform as much as of the 
man whom it honors. It is placed on a 
mound on the spot where he fell, and is 
inscribed with verses recording his vir- 
tues, and praying ‘that the thoughts of 
the blessings he brought us mnxy gindden 
his heart in the land of the shades.”— 
Chicago Tribune. 


Correspondence with Queen Victoria 
by letter is one of the prime minister's 
regular and almost daily duties. When 
there has been an important division or 
debate in parliament, and members are 
hastening home tired, to bed, the 
haga alone can take no rest until he 
1as written to the queen his official re- 
port of the proceedings. These letters 
are couched in the third person: ‘‘ Mr. 
Gladstone presents his duty to Your Ma- 
jesty,” cte., and Her Majesty replies, 
usually dictated toa secretary, also run 
in the third person, Though never dis- 
cursive, they are not mere formal ac- 
knowledgements, but often enter suc- 
cinctly into the question at issue. The 
queen devotes several hours every morn- 
ing to the study of state business, and 
her time is no louger wasted now as it 
was during the first twenty-five years of 
her reign by having to sign all commis- 
sions for the army and navy. In 1862 
an act relieved her of this tedious task. 
She was in that year still engaged in sign- 
ing the commissions of the year 1858. 


Rheem, who has charge of the reptile 
specimens in the Smithsonian institute, 
contradicts much of the popular belief as 
to snakes. Some of the mos: dreaded 
The hoop snake, 
which takes the end of its tail in its 
mouth and rolls over and over like a 
hoop, killing everything. it touches with 
its wid the Sew snake, * the 
breath of which is deadly, are fictions. 
As serpents move about they ae con- 
stantly feeling ahead with the tongue, 
and the forward thrust and peculiar 
forked appearance of the organ has 
given rise to the false idea that with it 
the stinging is done. It is generally 
thought that there are a great number of 
poisonous snakes. . In North America 
there are but three species—the ruttle- 
snake, the copperhead or moccasin, and 
the coral. here are about thirty va- 
r.eties of these species altogether, The 
copperhead is probably the most danger- 


ous, as it is vicious, and never gives 


warning of any kind before striking. The 
rattlesnake, though more poisonous than 
either of the others, will rattle at the ap- 
proach of anything, and try toget away 
unless brought to bay. The coral is 
much smaller, and is a native of the 
Southern States. The bite is not neces 
sarily fatal if the proper remedies are 
used in time, as, on account of its size, 
the quantity of poison is small. When 
a reptile strikes he throws his whole body 
forward, and the fangs penctrate the ob- 
jecl againt which they come. He does 
not jump; the hinder part of the body 
remains in position, and none of our 
snakes are in the habit of reaching more 
than half its length. 


How Eclipses [Impress Savages. 

The Greenlanders have a personal ap- 
prehenson in the matter, and believe that 
the moon rummages their houses for 
skins or victuals, and destroys those 

srsons who have not observed due so- 
briety. The Soath American Chiquitos 
try to help the darkened star against a 
dog that has worried it till its light has 
been colored red, and extinguished by 
its streaming blood; and they shoot ar- 
rows into the sky to drive away the dog. 

Charlevoix gives a similar account of 
the Guarani, except that with them a 
tiger has taken the place of a dog: and 
in the language of the Tupis the literal 
translation of the word eclipse is, ‘‘The 
jaguar has eaten the sun.” 

. in Asia, the Tun believe an 
evil spirit has swallowed the earth's sat- 
tellites, and they try to frighten it away 
by shots at the darkened disk. In Sum- 
matra and Malacca the fear is aroused 
that a great snake will swallow the 
sun or the moon; and the Nagas of As- 
sam set up a great drum —- as if in 
battle. to frighten away the devouring 
monster. mane the American tribes 
are some who believe that eclipses are 
a warning of the approaching disappear- 
ance of the sun and the fall of the moon 
at the end of the world. 

The Pottaw¢ttamies tell of a demon in 
the shape of an old woman sitting in the 
moon weaving a basket, on the comple- 
tion of which the world will be destroy- 
ed. A dog contends with the woman, 
tearing the basket to pieces every once 
in a while, and then an eclipse of the 
moon takes place; others imagine that 
the moon is hungry, sick or dying at 
these times; while the Alfurus, of Ceram, 
think he is asleep, and make a great up- 
roar to wake him. .

MEN AND WOMEN OF EXTREAORDI- 
STRENGTH. 


4A French Woman That Carried 
Weights That Were Equal to 2,016 
Pount(s—Feat: of Strong Men. 

The feats of Lulu Hurst fall into insig- 
niticance beside those of Mme. Gobert, 
who laid claim to no other power than 
uncommon physical strength. This 
woman, who is described as possessing a 
remarkabiy beautiful face and form, ap- 
peared first before the public at St. Bar- 
tholomew fair in London, in 1818. Her 
achievements astonished all who beheld 
them. She carried weights equal to 
2,016 pounds, lifted a heavy table, on 
which several persone were seated, with 
her teeth, supported an anvil weighing 
400 pounds on her chest while a black- 
smith forged a horseshoe upon it, and 
afterward tied her long hair about the 
anvil and swung it about. The Georgia 
girl's chair feat was a favorite one with 
Mme. Gobert, and it is noteworthy that 
in the case of each woman this was the 
first branch of their performances at- 
tacked by skepticism. hether, as was 
charged, her public performances were 
made up largely of trickery, there ap- 
pears to be no doubt that she was ex- 
traordinarily strong. On one occasion 
while traveling, her coach sunk into the 
mire «nd resisted all efforts of the 
horses. Descending, the female Samson 
easily extricated the vehicle and pro- 
ceeded on her journey amid the applause 
of a large crowd of common people, 
with whom her popularity continued fos 
years. 

In 1871, M. Gregorie, claiming to be 
seventy-one years old, astcnished the 
physicians and the public of a towns 
near London by carrying 700 pound: | 
with ease, lifting an ox, and performing | 
other wonderful feats. His shoulders | 
were prodigious, and his biceps almost ‘ 
incredible. Gregorie’s strength, rather 
than a source of pride to him, was the 
cause of anxiety. Although the mildest 
of men, he lived in/dread that he 
should be provoked to use his strength 
against a fellow-bei He wae afraid 
to nurse his own child lest he should 
give it a fatal squeeze. 

Nearly all individuals of uncommon 
strength make up in bulk what they are 
deficient in height. Stanley, the Afri- 
can ee ee a strong man who 
was six feet five inches, and rather dis- 
proportionately slender, He could toss 
an ordinary man ten feet in the air, and 
catch him in his decent. He would take 
one of the large white Muscat donkeys 
by the ears, and, with a sudden move- 
ment of his right foot, lay the surprised 
ass on his back. He could carry a three- 
year-old bullock half way around his 
master’s plantation. Once he actually 
bore twelve men on his back, shoulders 
and chest a distance of 300 feet. Mid- 
die-aged peopic who remember the dawn 
of interest in muscular exercises recall 
Dr. Winship, the originator of the idea 
which was subsequently embodied in 
lifting machines. The astonishment that 
the doctor's performances created was 
equal to that of the Berliners a few 
years ago at Jorgnery’s feats, The 
most wonderful of these was known 
as the trapeze feat. The Frenchman 
hung by his kegs from a 
swinging bar, and by sheer muscular 
strength lifted a heavy horse and 
its rider off the stage, suspending them 
several minutes, iad then letting them 
down gradually and evenly as he raised 
them. Merwin Thompson's achieve- 
ment at Rochester, N. Y., last year was, 
however, in the opinion of competent 
juages, more surprising than this. 
Thompson laid face downward on a 
firmly fixed ladder and resisted the ef- 
forts of a tcam of powerful horses to 
pull him from that position. A newspa- 
per writer, in reviewing this wonderful 
performance, remarks that the little men- 
tion with which it escaped could happen 
only ina nation where strong men were | 
common. 


The same feat in 1675 gave William | 
Joy the name of the English Samson. | 
The medical faculty of Vienna thought | 
the 
worthy of discussion at several special 
mectings. This man held a tabie sus- 
pended by his teeth while three gypsies 
danced upon it. He and one otf his 
brothers bore upon their shoulders a 
sort of wooden bridge while a horse 
drawing a curt full of stones was driven 
over it. Pospischillis strength was 
thought to reside in his back, and his 
bones were said to be twice as large as 
the usual size. 

Fishing parties and explorers in the 
wilds of northern Wisconsin were a few 
years ago familiar with Peter Panquette, 
the Samson of the region. He was a 
famous woodsman, possessed of mighty 
endurance, and muscles that were like 
iron. fenator Clark says: ‘I have had 
him bare his arm to me and crack hick- 
ory nuts upon the muscles. It was like 
cracking them onastone. He could take 
a handful of dried hard hickory nuts 
and crush them to pieces by merely 
tightening his fist.” On one occasion, 
while sph be: a guide for a party of ex- 
plorers, a yoke of oxen drawing the boat | 
down the Fox gave out through fatigue. | 
Panquette took their place, and hauled | 
tho t along, heeding the strain less | 
than the beasts. Shepard, the wonder 
of the Coventry volunteers, whose muscu- 
lar development answers to the descrip- 
tion given of Panquette, like the latter, 
wore his hair long. With the half-breed 
it was a custom derived from his copper- 
colored ancestors, but with the ruddy | 
Englishman it was in obedience to his | 
belief that all his strength lay in his | 
flowing yellow locks, Sheppard could 
lift a heavy man in each hand, and hold 
them at arms’ length. He could toss 
enormous tables, barrels and bags of | 
flour about as though they were filled 
with feathers. Hecould take a pewter | 
pint pot and tear it into pieces with his 
‘teeth, and. he could munch Jarge oyster 
shellsas a person would munch a biscuit. 
Sheppard was the wonder of the coun- 
try around, but his prosperous popular- 
ity developed enemies, and one of these, 
it is related, induced the strong man to 
drink deeply, and while sunk in stupor 
cut off his luxuriant hair. Sheppard 
awoke, felt his bare poll, and in tones 
of horror announced his strength was 
gone. Whether because such was the 
case, or because he wished to excite 
superstitious credulity, the strong man 
from that moment was weak, timid and

Blushes and Lies. 

‘‘Among the unexploded fallacies must 
be reckoned the popular error of making 
it incumbent on a blush to always follow 
a tie.” 

It was a popular lawyer who spoke, a 
man whose face may be seen almost any 
time in the criminal court building when 
a more than usual iateresting malefactor 
is on trial, a man to whom a large and 
varied experience with liars df all sorts 
must be conceded. 

‘*Will you elucidate? ’ said the reporter. 

“That I will, my boy. Whenever I 
hear a person testify on the witness stand 
I observe two things, whether that per- 
son is qyict, sclf-possessed, antl glib, or 
else «mbarrassed, easily disconcerted, 
and led into contradictions. Iu the first 
case, I know that no power on ea) th could 
make that person blush, no matter how 
untruthful the testimony might be. Inthe 
latter case, though, I am aware that blush 
will follow blush as the cross-examina- 
tion gets more and more lively. Ex- 
perienced liars, those who make lying 
profitable to them, never blush. They 
consider this asign of morel and phys- 
ical weakness below their dignity. The 
fact is that no prevaricator of any mag- 
nitude at all is ever guilty of blushing. 
It is only the greenhorn in this business 
who colors when he sees that his lie is 
not believed--—but oniy then, not other- 
wise even with him ‘The smoothest 
and most accomplished liars are found 
not among the female sex as another 


_ widespread error will have it, but among 


the males. You see, it takes more than 
ordinary strength of character, a very 
good memory, and a logical mind to 
carry through successfully a system of 
avoiding the truth. Now, that is where 
the ladies are deficient. They can tell

REASONS FOR A CHANGE. 
The reason assigned for a contin- 
uance of the ladies in charge of our 
largest school buildings and eighth 
grade schools fails to give satisfuac- 
tion to those who have given the 
matter any thoughtor study. Be- 
cause some principals, by having 
their pupils two years over a course 
of study, managed to send forward 
afew more to the High School 
than others whose pupils bad one 
year only is no test as to super prity 
or special fitness. What the citi- 
zens want is good teachers. They 
feel somewhat contented with the 
teachersiiips in the lower grades, 
we Say somewhat because consid- 
erable number of parents are not 
quite reconciled to what they term. 
“slips af inexperienced girls” 
placed over their children. As to 
the advanced grades there is more 
than a rumbling sound which is 
likely in some secilons to assume 
volcanic eruptions. There were 
ninety eight pupils sent from the 
eighth grade for admission to the 
High school this year. The cred- 
its in the studies were as follows: 
Geography, 15: Arithmetic, 25° 
History, 10; Grammar, 25; Alge- 
bar, 10; Drawing, 10; Music, 5. 
Out of the 98 only 5 attained the 
figures between 60 and 71 1-4 and 
15 only between 50 and 60, the 
remaining 78 were anywhere be- 
tween 19and 40. I[n these figures 
it must be understood that Draw- 
ing and Music were uno insignifi- 
cant factors, but to the contrary, 
carried many pupils to the stand- 
ard who had positive failure in the 
more important studies of Arith- 
metic and Grammar. Were it not 
humiliating, we would give the 
names of some of the pupils admit- 
ted by Supt. Cook, to the High 
schools whose standing was as fol- 
lows: Geograpby, 9; Arithmetic, 
8 1-4; History, 4; Grammar, 10 
1-6; Algebra, 1-4; Drawing, 7 1-2; 
Music,4. Deduct 11 1-2 for Draw- 
ing and Music, the standing of the 
pupil would be 32, Another case 
Miss——, Geography, 6 7-10; Arith- 
metic, 7 5-8; History, 21-2; Gram- 
mar, 10 1-2: Algebra, 3-8; “Draw- 
iug, 61-2; Music, 3. There it will 
be seen that the pupil was miserable 
in Arithmetic and Algebra, in fact 
in all, yet with this fair sample of 
ignorance in arithmetic and 
grammar, pupils are allowed to 
go on with a course’ which 
excludes these important studies 
in order to take up Greek and 
Latin! Another case, Miss——, 
Gevgrapby, 101-2; Arithmetic, 5 
1-2; History, 59-10; Grammar, 8 
3-4; Algebra, 3; Drawing, 7; Mu- 
sic, 3; total 44.5, take away 10 for 
the fancy studies, music and draw- 
ing, the pupil is admitted upon 
845 percent! We migbt go 
through the whole list, and will do 
so with the names of pupils and 
teachers if our statement is chal- 
lenged by the school officers, but 
we think we have shown enough to 
prove that theteachers or some of 
them in charge of the eighth grade 
are inconipetent. The course of 
study for the white and colored 
schools are the same, yet pupils are 
admitted to the colored bigh school 
from the eighth grades on a show- 
ing of 40 per. cent made up large- 
ly from markings given in Draw- 
ing and Music, while the miniman 
for aumission to the white High 
school is 60, a difference of 20 per. 
cent. Now if the teachers in the 
Colored Eighth grade s-hools can- 
not bring about results as favorable 


as those attained in the white 
schools, they should be removed 


and their places given to those who 
ean. The time has arrived for 
heroic treatment in the way of re- 
moving all barnacles to oar educa- 
tion»! progress, and favoritism 
must give away to brains and abil- 
ity ue else the people will be heard 
in no unmistakable sound. Come, 
trustees Purvis and Smith, the 
people look to you; they are, tired 
of Supt. Cook’s old fogy uotions 
and Mr. Brooks’ ignorance ; are 
they to be disappointed?.

table pillar upou which all perma- 
nent governments must rest; that 
no set of individuals, cither by 
legislation or otherwise, can afford 
to insist upon an abusive oppress- 
sion uf its citizens. For seventy- 
two years was suffrage enjoyed by 
the citizens of this District ; sixty 
years by the whites alone, and 
about eight years by the colored 
and whites combinéd; and for ten 
years both races have been op- 
pressed, rather than to let the col- 
ored be free in Washington, which 
goes fer to operate against their 
freedom. The writer fails to see 
it, as the Republican party and 
others see it; that there is any 
more ignorance among the colored 
people now, than there was among 
the Irishmen and poor whites be- 
fore the war, and does not intend 
to consent to anything until that 
party which took the suffrage. from 
this District restores some kind 
back. |

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ANOTHER EARTHOUAKR, 


Michigan, West Virginia, Indiana 
and Ohio Shaken Up. 


The Force Extends to Kentucky, Iowa 
and Ontario—Three Shocks Felt, 


Dispatches from various sections of the West 
have given accounts of ait earthquake shock 
which disturbed the equanimity of the people» 
but was not nearly so alarming as the pro- 
longed shock which frightened the _res- 
idents of tho # Atlantic seaboard 
some time ago. Details of the shock ore 
given in the following dispatches from va ¢% 
ous Western points, sent immediately afte. 
the upheaval: 

Chicago, Ul: Dispatches received from 
points in Indiana, Michigan and Ohio indi- 
cate that the Western attempt at an arth- 
quake was but a weak imitation of the recent 
shakeup in the East. No damage to 4 ps 
erty is reported from any quarter, and the 
shocks were very slight and ‘brief, last. 
ing from twenty seconds to about a minute. 
In Michigan the shock was felt at Ann Ar- 
bor, Schoolcraft, Adrian, Grand 
Hilisdale, Hudson, Jackson, Lansing, ar- 
shall, and other points. At Schoolcraft 
three distinct shocks were felt. The time of 
the shocks is variously reported from 2:15 to 
3p.Mm. Three shocks were felt at Ango 
Ind., at 2:53 Pp. m., and between 2:15 
and 3:25 p. M. shocks were felt gt Auburn, 


Aurora, Elkhart, Fort Wa Ligonier, 
Marion, Michigan City, Ma Madison, 
Indianapolis, Danville, And Wabash 
and other points in Indiana./ In Ohio the 
shocks were felt at Cleveland, Delphos, Mans- 
field, Norwalk, Tiffin, Zané@}ville, Mount 


Vernon, Columbus and Coshocton. As 
far as reported the time 

2 to oelock. No shocks are 
reported in Illinois or other States in this 
section. The tremor was accompanied at all 
points by a noise resembling thunder. Tall 
buildings were shaken and plaster 
shaken from the walls. A second shock was 
felt at many places. College students, schcol 
children, and prisoners were frantic with 
alarm at many places and people rushed out 
of their houses and stores. 

Cleveland, Ohio: . At 2:50 oclock this 
afternoon an earthquake shock was felt 
throughout the city. Many large buildings 
swayed slightly to and fro, and hundreds of 
people rushed into the streets anxiously mn- 
quiring the cause of the sudden vibration. 
‘hree attaches at the Signal Service 
station felt the shuck—three short 
ami distinct vibrations of the earth's sur- 
face. The firstone was timed at 2:47, local 
time, and the other two followed in quick suc- 
cession. They lasted from five to ten seconds. 
The mass of telegraph wires in front of the 
Western Union Telegraph office and also in 
front of the signal office were noticed to sway 
considerably. The compositors in the Plain- 
dealer ottice experienced the shock, and many 
compositors leit their cases, thinking the 
building was going to tamble. The shock was 
felt in the interior of the State, and it ap- 

rently extended over a large territory. in 
North Ambherst the shock was felt at about 
2:40. In Bellefontaine it was also noticed 
shortly before3 o'clock. From Cecil comes the 
report: “‘A violent shock of earthquake rocked 
this town at 2:17, throwing goods from 
the shelvings in the railroad station. The 
passengers rushed out, thinking a train had 
struck the building. It lasted ten seconds. 
In Archbold, at 2:15 P. standard 
time, a shock lasting about twenty seconds 
was felt. The buildings shook, but 
no damage was done. In Fostoria the time 
of the shock was put at 2:19. In Defiance at 
a few minutes before 3 o'clock a very percep- 
tible earthquake shock was felt.” 

Indianapolis, Ind.: The earthquake shock 
was distinctly felt in Indianapolis, but no 
damage was done. Its manifestation was 
much more decided in some places than in 
others, an] in a few instances occupants of 
buildings were terror-stricken by the invisi- 


ble force. The Vanee block is one of the 
highest buildmgs in the city, and in 
the upper floors the vibrations 


were so pronounced that the occupants ran 
into the halis cn the lower floors. The sensa- 
tion induced a feeling of lightheadedness. In 
two of the public school tuildings the chil- 
dren were almost panic-stricken and one of 
them fainted. City Librarian De Hooper 


was the only statistically inclined ob- 
server. He reports seventeen distinct 
vibrations, lasting four or five 


seconds. All high buildings were shaken, 
but the visit was unsuspected by the great 
majority of le. 

Wheeling, West Va.: At 2:52 o'clock this 
afternoon a severe shock of earthquake was 
felt in this city. The movement was most 
apparent to inmates of tall buildings, the 
upper floors of which swayed sufficiently to 


jar lamp _ shades, swi ictures from 
the wall, and displace light articles on 
shelves. Many people supposed a boiler 
oxplosion taken place, and 


there was considerable excitement and much 
inquiry as to the location of the accident, 
until the real cause was explained. The 
motion was from northeast to southwest, and 
lasted from three to five seconds. No serious 
damage has been reported. Bellair>, Martin's 
Ferry, Bridgeport, Cadiz, St. Clairsville, 
Steubenville, Barnesville, and other points in 
Eastern Obic report about the same state of 
affairs. 

Cincinnati, Ohio: A few minutes before 3 
o'clock this a‘ternoon the telegraph operator 
atthe Bee Line station, in Cincinnati, re- 
ceived dispatches from the operators all 
along that road from Cincinnati to Lafayette, 
Ind., inquiring if the earthauake shoc 
been feltin Cincinnati, and stating that it 
had been perceptible at the offices from 
which the inquiries wtre sent. About 
» Oclock, Cincinnati time, the operator 
perceived a slight tremor in the build- 
ing. The same thing was noticed in various 
offices in the city, but was not attributed to 
the earthquake until telegraphic dispatches 
from the West had come in. It was quite 
different in some of the suburbs of Cincinnati. 
In Clifton the agitation was so violent as to 
ring bells on tables and in some instances at 
doors. In Cumuinsville, the northwest- 


ern ward of Cincinnati, the tremor : 
was felt distinctly as to catse 
quite an alarm, not only. in the 
public schools, whero the pupils were 


with difficulty kopt in their seats, but also in 
houses. The shock was so slight in the 

usiness part of the city as not to be noticed by 
ainajority of the citizens. The time of the 
earthquake, as reported by those noticed 
it, varies from 2:30 to a few maates after 
8, andthe duration of the shockis variousl 
reported from ten to twenty secomis. Ad- 
vices from Indiana report that the shock was 
felt at Seymour a few minutes before 3 o clock, 
and that it was also felt with great severity 
in Lawrenceburg, Ind., about the same tune. 
In the latter town the sho.-k was so violent as 
to be recognized by every one as that of an 
earthquake. It caused great alarmin the 
school-house, which was soon vacated 
by the pupils The clock ws thrown 
from the shelf. Many of the children in 
their frantic ondeavors to get out of the 
building jumped out of the windows of the 
lower story. No one was hurt, however. 
The tremor, where it was not « “ere. re 
sembied that caused a heavily loaded 
wagon passing along the street or a rail- 
road train rushing by. The indications are 
that the wave passed from southwest to 
northeast. 

Toledo, Obio: Reports from various points 
in this vicinity show that the shock of earth- 
quake which occurred this afternoon was

A Wounded Bird Nearly Kills a Man 
im its Struggle fer Life. 

A Beaver Brook (N. Y.) dispatch says: 
William Janeway, a hunter, had an unex- 
pected and very exciting adventure on Fri- 
jay last, near the head-waters of Ten Mile 
river, in this county. He was hunting 
ilong the margin of the stream, on the look- 
sut for wool ducks, and as he sat hidden be- 
uind an alder bush be saw a large blue heron 
alight at the edge of the water, a short gun- 
shot away.

Janeway hurried on, 
and bending over the heron to seize it, he 
was taken by surprise to see it regain its feet 
and place itself in an attitude of defense.

werful beak that felled him to the ground 

f stunned. He staggered to his feet and 
found that blood was streaming from a 
wound in his cheek made by the heron’s 
beak. He had no time to determine on what 
it was best to do before the immense bird, 
which stood more than four feet high, flew 
at him again, throwing its body vily 
against his breast, at the same time strik- 
ing him just above the right eye with its 
beak. Janeway fell again, and the bird fol- 


lowed up its advantage and attacked him as 
he lay on the ground. movements 
of the heron, although wounded were 


so quick that it had iven the 
hunter a third blow, this time in left eye, 
before he could make any defense whatever. 
Maddened with ;ain, Janeway sprang to his 
feet and, rushing upon his si antagon- 
ist, caught it with both hands about the neck. 
Its streagth was so great that, strangled as it 
was by the hunter's desperate clutch, it re- 
quired all of Janeway’s power to retain his 
hold until the bird was forced to succumb. 
He he'd on its neck until it ceased to struggle 
longer. He had choked it to death. He was 
covered with blood and his left eye was b)ind- 
ed. He hurried to the house of a lumberman 
living near the spot. His cheek was laid open 
to the bone where the heron had struck him 
first with its beak, and there was a deep hole 
over his right eye. The left eye was entirely 
d-stroyed, and it is feared Janeway will lose 
the sight of the other one. 

The bird with which the hunter had so se 
vere and serious a struggle was subsequently 
brought in from the woods. It measured 
nearly seven feet from tip to tip of its wings. 
These birds are rare in that locality, al h 
one is occasionaliy seen. Janeway isan o 
bear and deer hunter, and has had many 
thrilling adventures while hunting them, but, 
he says, the surprising attack ‘of the heron 
was fiercer than any effort he ever sawa 
bear or woundel buck make in defending 
itself. It was certainly a most terrible one 
for him, as it may leave him totally blind.
